HR Report February 13, 1981 


FCC's New Form 610 is causing enough 
Amateurs problems that a significant 
number of of the forms are being returned 
Without action. Principal confusion with 
the August, 1980, version (the only one 
now valid) is with questions 2A-2J. 2A 
Should be checked only if there are no 
changes, 2G only if there is any change 
in name, such as dropping, “Jr.” (the 
former name must also be provided), and 
2H and/or 21, which must be checked if 
the mailing address or station location 
are changed. Questions 3 through 17 must 
also be answered and failure to include 
the original or a photocopy of the license 
is also bouncing a number of applications. 


HR Report January 30, 1981 


Cable TV Systems, now expanding into many 
urban areas, are posing a potential 
threat to Amateur Radio operations. Since 
they are supposed to be closed (non-rad- 
iating) systems, many utilize the VHF 
spectrum from 50 to above 225 MHz for 
their multi-channel content, providing 
subscribers with continuous tuning con- 
verters to permit them to tune in cable 
channels outside the standard 12 channel 
VHF TV band. This puts some cable-carried 
signals into the Amateur (as well as air- 
craft and public safety) bands and when 
systems leak (an all-too-common occurence 
due to corrosion. loose connectors, or 
cable damage) interference to Amateur 
operations can result. Cases of cable- 
system interference on Amateur repeater 
inputs have been documented. 


Amateur interference to cable reception 
is the other side of the coin. Cable sub- 
scribers who've paid to watch cable mat- 
erial being transmitted within an Amateur 
band aren't likely to be very sympathetic 
when poorly shielded converters pick up 
Amateur signals that wipe out their prog- 
rams. The cable interference issue has 
come to a head in Richland, Washington, 
where Amateurs (and others) have thus far 
successfully opposed Teleprompter's eff- 
orts to open its transmissions across the 
VHF spectrum. Forty to fifty Amateurs 
were at the Richland City Council meeting 
January 19th to testify along with un- 
happy cable subscribers and an airline 
pilot about radiation and poor system 
performance. They convinced the Council 
to vote against the expansion and Tele- 
prompter is required to improve its per- 
formance and report back March 3. 


ARRL has been watching the development of 

potential problems from cable TV and would 
like to hear from any Amateur who has had 

difficulties with interference to or from 

cable TV systems.

PETITIONS FOR RULEMAKING 
re ee 
IN THE AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE 
Sse aS 


Any party may file a petition if he feels 
a Change in the Amateur Radio regulations 
is desirable. An original and five copies 
of the petition should be sent to the 
secretary, Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, Washington, DC 20554, 


When the Commission receives a Peri tion 
for rulemaking, it assigns the Petition. 4 
number and issues a public notice Stating 
that the petition has been received and 
is available for inspection at the Comm- 
ission's Document Room in Washington, DC. 
Normally, interested parties have 30 days 
in which to comment on the merits or de- 
merits of the petition. In practice, how- 
ever, it is usually several months before 


the Commission acts on the petition, and 


comments may be accepted up to that point. 
Petitions for rulemaking are listed in the 
"Happenings" column of QST whenever poss- 

ible. 


At some point the Commission will either 
dismiss a petition for rulemaking (if it 
appears to have no merit or deals with an 
issue already decided) or, if it appears 
to have merit assign it a docket number 
and release it to the public in the form 
of a Notice of Inquiry of Proposed Rule- 
making. A Notice of Inquiry simply shows 
that the Commission wishes to explore the 
subject matter of the petition further, 
but does not propose any specific changes 
to the rules. The latter is the purpose 
of a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking. On 
rare occasions, if a petition for rule- 
making requests a minor editorial change 
vo thé rules, a IN ftine of YEStELeLions, 
or a procedural change of no substantive 
impact, the Commission may proceed direct-— 
ly to a Report and Order and bypass the 
intermediate stage of Notice of Inguiry or 
Notice of Proposed Rulemaking, 


A Notice of Proposed Rulemaking eventually 
leads to a Report and Order in which the 
proposed rules may be adopted as proposed, 
adopted in part, or rejected, Upon public- 
ation of a Report and Order in the Federal 
Register, an individual has 30 days in 
Which to file a petition for reconsider- 
ation should he be dissatisfied with any 
of the new rules,

HR Report February 27, 1981 


The PCG will certainly surfer as a resule 
of expected governmental austerity under 
the Reagan administration. The Commission 
has been told by the Office of Management 
and Budget to expect to cut permanent 
positions. by 8% with 5% te go this year 
and $2 more in fieeal 1982. According to 
Broadcasting magazine, that amounts to a 
Start reduction of 160. Just where in the 
FCG those people will come from remains 
to be seen, though it's almost certain 
that any cut will have some influence on 
Amateur Radio matters. 


The FCC's move to Virginia seems to be 

on again after all. One of the two build- 
ings they presently occupy is slated for 
demolition and their lease on the other 
is up soon with a whopping rent hike 
expected. The Commissioners have voted 
4-1 to pick up the option on the prop- 
osed Roslyn location and some stall would 
probably move there immediately once 
negotiations are completed. 


Pay TV Unscramblers continue to bring 
contlicting rulings from the courts, In 
the case of two Detroit men, Hlectronic 
Design reports that the Federal District 
Court in Cincinnati overturned a lower 
court's dismissal of a pay TV company's 
suit against them for wanufacturing and 
distributing unscramblers. The CGincinn- 
ati court's decision directly contrad- 
icts the results of a similar suit decided 
in Los Angeles last August, as reported in 
HR Report 315. 


A bizarre murder on Palmyra that took 
place during the 1974 KP6KR Kingman Reef 
DXpedition and involved the DXpedition 
group has just come to light in Hawaii. 

A young couple had run aground off Palmyra 
and were helped ashore by the DXers before 
they moved on to Kingman. An older retired 
couple, the Johnsons, arrived at Palmyra 
while KP6KR was operating on nearby 
Kingman and then disappeared without a 
trace. A month later the young couple 
arrived in Hawaii on Johnson's yacht, 
repainted with no registration numbers. 
They were arrested, tried and convicted 

of piracy and related charges, but not 
murder, aS no trace of the Johnsons was 
found. WAQUCE (now N6RJ) testified for 

the prosecution at their trial. The 
Johnsons" bodies have now turned up in a 
drum in Palmyra's lagoon. On Monday, the 
convicted pirates were indicted for murder.
